with his invention of a wtrelees submarine 
torpedo, his oscfllator, which it is promised 
will transmit power across the Atlantic 
without wires; and several other devices 
which contributed almost as much to put 
his hearers into a state of bewikierment and 
amazement. 
One of the astounding things he did was 
to Ire five guns on board a wooden torpedo 
boat, work the rudder at will, and start and 
stop the screw propeller by electric impulses 
transmitted across the room without wires— 
something which already had been done in 
New. York, but which never had been seen 
in Chicago. It was this experiment which 
mystified the scientists present, as well as 
the Commercial] club members, though some 
of them declared the mystery was wholly in 
the mechanics and not in the electricity. 
Mr. Tesla displayed another of his dis- 
coveries before attempting the experiment 
ith the torpedo boat. His scheme for cre- 


the molecular atoms inside was displayed 
to the wondering business-men by lighting 
the room with bright flashes of blue Hght. 
The tube was held and waved about in the 
air by various members of the Commercial 
club. There was no wire connection in this 
experiment, though the electric current was 
transmitted through the body of the per- 
son who held the tube. 
% Electrical Sense.” 
Mr. Tesla did not reach his most interest- 
ing until almost midnight. 
Just before he began handling hisepparatus 
he declared that, to his mind, human beings 
were developing an electrical sense. In 
hie own experience, he said, he had found 
himself intuitively shunning destructive 
electric currents, and he believed that ulti- 
mately a sense would be developed as strong 
as the “sense of gravity.” 
hen the vacuum tubes were taken up. 
The test with these which excited most inter- 
est was made with an ordinary glass tube 
about four feet long, exhausted to @ vacuum 
and hermetically sealed at both ends. Con- 
nection was made with the oscillator and 
und wire by holding a pair of steel nip- 
pets against one of the poles. The glass 
tube was held in the other hand, and when 
the current was turned on the interior of 
the tube glowed with an uncanny bluse light 
almost filled the room.

I may yet produce at the 
end of a wire a solid body.” 

He then told of a method he had invented

“The forces of the air may be utilized in 
a manner now that we have not learned to 
even contemplate.

„This nitric acid may be made to fill our 
reservoirs and then utilized to produce the 
energy we need and to transmit energy to 
almost unlimited distances. 

His greatest invention, he said, waa in util- 
izing the forces of the air. 

“The air, which is an insulator,” he said, 
“becomés a conductor by means of the 
millions of volts I am able to produce. It 
means the using of the air for all purposes 
and uses of men. Not only for the trans- 
mission of messages without wires, but for 
the transmission of power in any amount to 
any distance across the earth's surface.”’ 


Views of Scientific Men. 


Not all the scientific men who saw the 
tests agreed with Mr. Tesla us to their prac-

„We wish to declare that grand jubilee, 
instituted since ancient time, and which 
has come to us under the name of holy 
year, whether because it ought to be ac- 

by numerous holy ceremonies, 

or, above all, because it furnishes a greater 

means for correcting morals and leading 
Fouls to holiness. We have seen many bene- 
fits arising from the last jubilee under the 

pontificate of Leo XII. At that epoch re- 
ligious manifestations occurred in Rome, 

making the city the veritable ground of

. “In spirit let us recall the crowd of pil- 

; grims, the multitude of the faithful visiting 
the temples in processions, the sacred 
wrators who spoke to the public, the Pontiff 
himself surrounded by Cardinals, giving ex- 
amples of piety and charity. 

“Alas, these thoughts carry with them 
grief, seeing the present time 80 different. 
The former solemnities cannot be renewed 
today, because the condition in Rome is so 
changed. Let us hope, however, that God 
will grant success for this, our celebration, 
undertaken only for his glory, wherein we 
desire nothing other than to facilitate that 
eternal salvation provided for the diseases 
of the soul in the remedies Jesus has placed 
in our hands. That is the duty of our office 
and the necessity of the time. 

Century of Good Works. 

„ one cannot say this century has been 
gterile in good works and Christian virtues. 
On the contrary, by the grace of God, we 
have an abundance of illustrious examples.

Berlin, May 13.—The Berlin Tageblatt has 
interviewed several prominent university 
professors on the prospects of the peace 
conference. 

Professor Mommsen said laconically: 

“A conference for disarmament has on 
me the effect of a false or defective im- 
pression, similar to that made by a book of 
universal history. One doesn’t comment on 
such an impression.” 

Professor Kuno Fischer was not less la- 
conic: 
“Of the three theologie virtues, faith, 
hope, and charity, the first two,“ he said, 
“ fail me as regards the conference,”

The delegates,“ he said, “ will exchange 
ideas on the better protection of sick and 
wounded, and on prohibiting the use of cer- 
tain war engines, but the final result will 
be negative. Effective disarming is impos- 
sible. Historic evolution has already de- 
termined that wars will become rarer in 
future. More and more will the rivalries 
of nations proceed on grounds of material 
interests and commercial treaties will con- 
stitute the best guarantee of maintenance 
of peace.“ 

Professor Paulsen replied by a proverb: 

** Don’t put the cart before the horse.”’ 

Professor Westerkamp hoped that the idea 
of progressive disarmament would gain ad- 
herents, and he believed that the confér- 
ence would, at least, direct public sentiment 
that way. We would have interarbitration 
only when approved by a majority of the 
‘civilized nations. The conference would suc- 
ceed, he thought, in extending the principles 
of the Geneva convention, and especially in 
maritime warfare. 

The Deutsche Tages Zeitung, the organ of 
Agrarian interests, is thoroughly convinced 
that the conference will not be a “ world 
stirring event.”’ 

“The delegates,“ it says, will assemble, 
deliver and hear more or less good speeches, 
and then return home more firmly con-

CHINA’S FUGITIVE STATESMAN. 


Kang Yu Wei Arrives in Montreal on 
the Way to England—Says the 
Emperor Is Prisoner. 


Montreal, Que., May 13.—[Special.]—Kang 
Yu Wel, the Chinese statesman and friend 
of the Emperor who was compelled to flee 
from China on account of the enniity of the 
Dowager Empress, arrived here today in 
all the glory of his silk robes. He is or his 
way to England, and will go by the way of 
New York. He is accompanied by Claude 
Leey Kum, his foreign secretary, and Loo 
Gee Tong, his Chinese secretary. 

The party is being guarded by Inspector 
Hefferman and two constables of the mount- 
ed police, one of whom will accompany him 
to England, for the Canadian government 
has. made itself responsible for his safety. 
Reports have reached here through the Eng- 


The Chinese statesman does not speak 
English, but Leey Kum does, and he said 
that if Kang Yu Wei had not left the coun- 
try he would have been made away with. 
Kang Yu Wet says the Emperor is a pris- 
oner in his own palace, that all. his officers 
are creatures of the Empress, and that he 
cannot move a finger without her knowing 
it. The Emperor, he says, is not by any 
means the feeble creature he is said to be, 
but the Empress has all the power. If China 
was run on liberal lines, he says, it would be 
well able to stand alone. He hopes to cement 
a friendship between England and the Lib- 
eral party in China, which some day is bound 
to be in power,

AGUINALDO SENDS NEW ENVOYS TO

President Schurman and General Otis

In this way he has secured at least 
passive compliance of those who have been 
plundered, because they believe that in the 
course of time they will be fully recom- 
pensed by the American government. 

There is no occasion to worry about the 
Spanish prisoners held by the Filipinos. 
They are personally as well treated as the 
circumstances will allow; for the reason 
that Aguinaldo and his advisers are hold- 
ing them for a money hostage. But ‘n 
spite of the fact that no cruelties are in- 
flicted on them many are dying on account 
of poor food and privations. 

your hundred Spanish priests who were 
forced to live in Lapaz suffered terribly 
from the ravages of malarial fever, arising 
from the swampy conditions surrounding 
the place. Many of the sick, by nature of 
their circumstances, were compelled to per- 
form the most degrading services for the 
benefit of their more unfortunate brethren, 
and it is doubtfui that out of the 400 10 per 
cent will live through the rainy season. 

Lapaz is probably the worst hole on all 
of the islands. Of this place it is the saying 
in the Philippines that the population dies

Foreigners Ordered Away. 

Horace Higgins, manager of the railroad, 
was forced out of the insurgent lines by a 
proclamation signed by Aguinaldo, which 
sad: All strangers must leave within 
forty-eight hours.“ Mr. Higgins looked over 
the situation and left. He has no hope of 
saving the rallorad, as the intention of the 
insurgents to ruin all property was plainly 
conveyed tothim before he left. 

By way of keeping up the courage of their 
men, the insurgent Generals have given out 
the American loss at.90,000. The natives be- 
lieve that because of the war waged against 
them by the Americans President McKinley 
has been assassinated and that General 
MacArthur and other leaders of the Amer- 
ican army have been killed by their own 
troops. The Filipino Congress is now in 


session. 
Duped by Aguinaldo. 

The ignorant natives have been duped by 
Aguinaldo’s shouters into the belief that 
the Americans wish to make slaves of them. 
On the other hand, the intelligent classes 
and the claSses controlling the wealth of the 
Philippines are bringing great pressure to 
bear upon General Luna to make terms 
with our forces. Luna is putting himself 
in position to be able to claim all the credit 
when the cessation of hostilities is finally 
proclaimed;. but, in the meantime, he is 
dding all he can to make it interesting for 
the American troops. 


| Filipino Trade Cut Off. 

The insurgent government is making 
frantic efforts to get foreign ships to enter 
into trade with the Insurgents, but General 
Otis has ordered all ports closed. Unless 
the insurgents can sell the great quantities 
of hemp 4nd tobacco they have accumulated 
they are helpless. The fact they cannot get 
money from their main resource is a pow- 
erful factor in making them willing to sue 
tor peace. Unless they can get rid of their 
stores of supplies, which they have for sale, 
in a short time, all will go to ruin. 


| ‘New Signs of Peace. 

An indication that the natives expect the 
end of the war soon lies in the fact that they 
are cultivating their land, where they are 
allowed to. This shows that the end is not 
far off. Englishmen who are exiled froy 
Manila are coming back. They say that 
once our army drives out or captures the 
leaders of the insurgent movement the war 
will close. 

The order of Aguinaldo, that al strang- 
ers must leave the insurgent lines within 
forty-eight hours, was aimed particularly at 
the few German and English commercial 
men in the insurgent territory.

TELLS OF LONDON SLUMS. 


J. STTTT WILSON RETURNS FROM HIS 
TOUR ABROAD. 


With the Rev. J. U. Hollingsworth, 
Who Accompanied Him, He Will Be- 
win a Social Crusade in Chicago— 
Declares the Extent and Misery of 
the Poor Districts in the English 
Metropolis Are Appalling—Gaine 
New Ideas as to Methods of Work. 


J. Stitt Wilson, who with the Rev. J. H. 
Hollingsworth, made a study of the slum 
conditions of England, has returned and 
will begin a social crusade in this city. Mr. 
Wilson was a resident of the Northwestern 
University Settlement, 252 Wegt Chicago 
avenue, for four years and studied the dif- 
ferent phases of slum life in that district. 
‘He was abroad for two months to gather 
further data for his work, and last night 
summed up his experiences and their results 
as follows: 

There was a double reason for my going 
abroad. I was sent by people interested tn 
my work as a social reformer. I also went 
to further my investigations and be better 
prepared for my future work. The Rev. 
Mr. Hollingsworth left a charge in the 
Northwest Indiana Conference to go with 
me, and we will work together in the future. 

We went to London to study its social, 
municipal, and religious conditions. We did 
not study the slum life so much in itself as 
in its relation to the other social conditions. 
We lived half of our time right in the heart 
of the slums of East London. The condi- 
tions there are deplorable. The slums are 
most extensive, deep, and terrible. The life 
there is far more settled than here. In that 
district there are 150,000 persons in con- 
tinuous poverty, and the misery is beyond 
comprehension. The most striking feature 
of the conditions there is the proximity of 
wealth and deepest poverty. Five minutes 
walk from Westminster will bring one to’ 
districts of misery and filth. Five miles 
from this sort of levee section one can find 
estates of hundreds of acres; where deer 
run free and game abounds. 

Says Morals Are Lax. 

“Morality is lax and purity in social re- 
lations is rare. The sons of the nobility are 
the most frequent offenders. Interwoven

CONGREGATIONAL CLERGY INCLINE 
TO VIEWS OF MEN ACCUSED,

Efforts ef the Rev. Dr. Carr of Still- 
man Valley to Secure Action by the 
State Association on His Charges 
Against Professors Gilbert and Cur- 
tiss Likely to Meet Opposition—Dr. 
Gunsaulus Says Conseratives Mis- 


t take Rising Moon for Burning Barn. 


The Rev. Dr. Carr of Stillman Valley, who 
Dede charges of heresy against Professors 
Pawel Ives Curtiss and George H. Gilbert 
of the Chicago Theologics’: Seminary, is 

kely to encounter opposition in any ef- 
forts he may make to bring the men he ac- 
cuses to trial in the Congregational Church. 
The general sentiment among the clergy of 
the church seems quietly to support their 
views, and for this reason, it is said, there 
may be indefinite delay in the matter or 
it may be entirely ignored. . 

The charges were made by Dr. Carr as a 
minority report of the Board of Visitors to 
the seminary, and are based upon a series 
of essays which Professor. Curtiss printed 
in the Congregationalist early last year, and 
on two books, The Student's Life of 
Christ and The Student's Life of Paul,“ 
by Professor Gilbert. It is the old struggle 
of conservatism against liberalism in the- 
ology, brought to an issue over the writings 
of these two men, both of whom have high 
reputations as scholars. 


Others May Be Arraigned. 

If these men are tried, it is probable that 
several other Congregational ministers in 
this city will be arraigned upon like charges. 
The names of Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus, Dr. 
William E. Barton of Oak Park, Dr. J. F. 
Loba of Evanston, Dr. Campbell of Lom- 
bard, and Dr. Thorpe of the South Church 
have been mentioned. The matter will be 
brought before the Illinois association, which 
meets at Kewanee on Tuesday, and action 
by that body will be asked. It will either 
be dropped or referred to the Board of Di- 
rectors of the seminary for action. Presi- 
dent Blanchard of Wheaton. College and 
Dr. J. A. Adams of this eity are among those 
urging action. 


* 

What Dr. Gilbert Wrote. 
In Dr. Gilbert's work, The Student's Life 
of Paul,” recently issued by Macmillan & 
Co., he does not accept the Gospels as ab- 


- golute. For instance. on page 79, he says: 


“Again, of the narratives in Acts, the 
material can hardly all be regarded as of 
quite equal value. Tivws, the address which 
is attributed to Paul like those of stbse- 
quent chapters, is pleiniy not a verbatim 
report. The occasiom called for an address 
of an hour or two in length. but the words iu 
Acts can be read in lee than five minutes. 
Moreover, as a literary production, it bears 
the stamp of Luke, not of Paul, and there- 
fore can neither be regarded as a verbatim 
report nor as an outline prepared by the 
epeaker or by some hearer.” 

Dr. Gilbert, on pages 148 and 149, doubts 
that the burning of books on magic wae 
proof of conversion to Christianity. He 
Bays: 

It does not follow that these men became 
Christians because they burned their books. 
This act may have been quite as supersti- 
tious as anything they had hitherto done.” 

There are nowhere in the book any startl- 
ing statements Which the lay reader might 
regard as heretical. The whole tong of the 
book argues toward a conforming of vary- 
ing reports upon identical facts, but the 
writer does not hesitate to question the au- 
thorities freely. 


Gunsaulus Praises Curtiss. 

Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus, when asked his 
opinion of the controversy, said: 

The writings of these two men are clear- 
ly inside the lines of progressive Congrege- 
tional thought. Dr. Curtivs is a man of ex- 

traordinary sobriety of mind and a broad 
uge scholar. Men who are not afraid of 

e truth are welcoming ail kinds of inquiry 
into the sacred documents. They are per- 
fectly certain a thorough hrvestigation will 

shew that the Bible is all that it has as- 
sumed to be: It is got a revelation, but the 
story of a revelation; the record of a race 
having a gentus for ethics, as the Greeks had 
for esthetics. The revelation’ has its flower 
in Jesus of Nazareth, whose ‘fe and teach- 
ings constitute the only authoritative guide. 

“The con atives, so-called, are not 

conservative of the Bible as an insptring 
book, beeause they misconcetve its purposos 
and its meaning. Scholarship is simply ro- 
eving the book of absurd traditions and 
Sonwarranted theories. The true theology 
centers in the life of Christ himself. The 
Bible will take care of itself, if we will only 
‘allow it to do so. It needs no conferences, 
synods, or ecclesiastical policemen to pro- 
tect it. It will rise superior to the theories 
of theologians and the criticisms of skeptics. 
This present movement against heresy is 
like some one mistaking the rising moon for 
a barn on fire.” 


Some Decline to Talk. 

Professor Curtiss is abroad pursuing orig- 
mal studies, and Professor Gilbert declined 
to say anything about the charges. my 

President Franklin W. Fisk of the sem- 
inary eaid he had not read the articles or 
the books and would not express an opinion 
upon the merits of the charges. 

Professor H. M. Scott, secretary of the 
faculty, and Professor G. B. Wilcox also de- 
clined to express their views upon the sub-

The New Zealand natives are Moaris; and 


fifty years ago they were exceedingly flerce 
and warlike. The different tribes since time 
immemorial had been in a state of almost 
constant war, and the result was a hardy, 
fierce lot of people. 

“At first they were friendly disposed to- 
ward English occupation, but complications 
arose over land purchases and a bitter war 
followed. Our soldiers were not accustomed 
to their methods of warfare, and as a result 
they were not subdued until we developed 
a body of colonial soldiery, or bushrangers, 
made up of young men for the greater part 
born in the colony, and as thoroughly used 
to its climatic and physical conditions as 
the natives. These men, with their superior 
intelligence, were more than a match for the 
Maoris, and after four or five years of desul- 
tory fighting succeeded in subduing them. 


Natives’ Rights Recognized. 

“This end was greatly hastened by the 
policy which the colonial government put 
into operation with reference to the acquire- 
ment of land in the colony. The essence of 
this policy was the recognition by the co- 
lonial government of the fact that the na- 
tives were the owners of the soil and that 
all land which was acquired by the English 
must be purchased from the natives. Ever 
title was required to come from the crown, 
which prevented sharp practice of individ- 
uals in dealings with the natives. The recog- 
nition which was thus made of the original 
property rights of the natives went a long 
way toward inspiring them with a friendly 
feeling toward British occupation, and the 
large sums of money which they received 
helped, the good work along. 

In connection with concessions the na- 
tives were given a voice in the government 
of the colony and there has been a gradual 
amalgamation of the two races. The na- 
tives now have four representatives in the 
House of Representatives and they have 
shown themselves well qualified for the du- 
ties of the place. They exhibit the same 
interest in the general welfare of the col- 
ony as the whites. | 

** Intermarriages between the whites and 
natives are frequent and there are many 
‘half castes,’ as they are called, the result 
of these marriages. One of them, James 
Carroll, is now Colonial Secretary. I think 
it is only a question of time before the Maori 
race in its purity will cease to exist. There 
are not to exceed 40,000 Maoris now, I think, 
in the entire colony, while the Buropeans 
number in the neighborhood of 700,000 peo- 
ple and are increasing every day.“ | 


Recent Land Legislation. 

Speaking of the recent land legislation in 
New Zealand, which resulted in the breaking 
up of huge landed estates into homesteads 
and their occupancy, hesaid: | ' 

“ Early settlers were allowed to purchase 
good agricultural land in large areas and 
they used it simply for sheep farming. An 
act passed in 1892 authorized the purchase 
of freehold land for settlement purposes to 
the amount of £50,000 a year. No compul- 
sory clause was in the act and land could be 
purchased only from those willing to sell. 
In 1894 a compulsory clause was put in the 
law. This clause provided that the owner 
could hold 1,000 acres of first-class land, 
2,000 acres of second-class land, and 5,000 
acres of pastoral or third-class land; the 
rest could be taken compulsorily.. The 
amount which the government is allowed to 
expend annually for the purchase of land 
has been increased to £500,000, so great is the 
demand for land under the new law. 

“ Since this act was first put into operation 
fifty-eight estates have been purchased. 
: with a total area of 245,534 acres, at a cost of

The program Mr. Sauer arranged for his 
recital yesterday afternoon in Central Music 
Hall was musically the best and the most 
interesting he has offered the Chicago pub- 
lie, It contained fewer works of a hack- 
neyed character than did those of his previ- 
ous recitals, and more that was of import- 
ance and interest. The Bach-Tausig Toc- 
cata and Fugue, the Schumann and the 
Chopin Sonatas, and the Liszt Rhapsody 
form a heavier collection of principal num- 
bers than he gave during any of his previous 
“groups” between 
these contained selections not heard so often 
as to have lost in part their power of pleas- 
ing. 

Especially welcome was the Schumann 
Sonata, It is a work almost entirely neg- 
lected by pianists, and one can but hope its 
revival by Sauer may call the attention of 
other players to its beauties, and induce 
them to place it, as woll as its still greater 
feliow—the one in F sharp minor—on their 
recital programs. That it does contain 
beauties of no mean order, it is believed 
everyone who listened to it yesterday will 
concede. The spirit of the remantic school 
pervades the entire work, and Schumann, 
the high prophet of that school, never uttered 
a message of greater musical loveliness than 
he did in the exquisite andantino of this 
sonata. The corresponding movement in the 
one in F sharp minor equals it in charm, per- 
haps, but it does not surpass it, and the 
Scherzo is Schumann at his best. Sauer gave 
a reading of the sonata that was delightful 
in its clearness, its sentiment, and its poetic 
beauty. He caught the romanticism of the 
work, and revealed it to his hearers with rare 
power and admirable moderation. Nothing 
was overdone, and yet nothing was left un- 
donc. ! 

The first movement which Schumann char- 
acteristically marked “ as fast as possible 
was played with fine fleetness, and the part 
which he even more characteristically 
marked still faster suffered no loss in 
clearness and crispness. The andantino was 
the most satisfactory piece of cantabile , 


of the Scherzo was an achievement com- 
pelling unqualified praise. The last move- 
ment was delightfully lucid, thanks to the 
player's musicianly attention to the bringing 
out of the recurring themes, and the quasi 
cadenza at the close was delivered with 
splendid disregard of its tricky technical 
intricacy. It was in its entirety a Mghly 
poetic, finely finished, and musicianly per- 
formance of a beautiful work—one of the 
most satisfying proofs of his abilities Mr. 
Sauer has offered the Chicago public. 

The reading of the Chopin Sonata seemed 
less complete, and gave the impression that 
th work did not appeal so strongly to the 
player as did the sonata by Schumann. 
There were fine movements, especially in the 
Scherzo and in the last movement, but there 
were also certain places, especidily in the 
Largo, where more sincerity of sentimnt 
Largo, where more sincerity of sentiment 
was wished for. The Schubert Impromptu 
was the secohd one in opus 90 and revealed 
the lack of the singing quality in the player's 
work more than any number on the pro- 
gram; the Mendelssohn Scherzo, on the other 
hand, displayed his strongest abilities in 
their best light, and was a delightful ex- 
ample of crisp, crystalline piano technic. 
The Minuet of Sgambati came as a novelty 
and proved a thoroughly charming one. 
Written strictly im the old style, it is replete 
with melodies, beauty, clever ideas, and 
dainty grace, and would seem destined to | 
enjoy great popularity. Encores were de- 
manded after the Chopin Sonata and at the 
close of the concert, and granted, rather un- 
willingly one must say, in the form of the 
Chopin G flat Etude and the planist's own 
Galop. |

STOCKHOLDERS MEET JUNE 2. 


Those of North and West Side Street 
Railways to Vote on Proposal 
to Lease Lines. 


Stockholders of the North Chic Stree 
railroad company and of the West Chicago 
Street railway company will meet on Fri- 
day, June 2, to vote on à proposition to lease 
the lines controlled by the respéctive com- 
panies to the corporation to be organized 
by the syndicate of Eastern capitalists 
which has bought the stock holdings of 
Charles T. Yerkes. Notices were sent out 
yesterday notifying them of the meetin 
and asking for proxies. This is the fina 
step in the proposed plan of controlling these 
properties and of combining them for their 
economical operation. Notices to the stock- 
holders pf the new company were similar. 
The notice reads as follows: 

A special meeting of the stockholders of this 
company for the purpose of considering the ques- 
tion cf making an agreement for the operation of 
the lines of railway under its control, and for 
transacting such other business as may be pre- 
sented, will be held at the office of the company on 
Friday, June 2, 1809, at 10 a. m. 

The committees of experts which made ex- 
aminations into the properties of the North 
and West Side systems and the City railway 
made detailed reports of the facts they ob- 
tained, which were submitted to the mem- 
bers of the syndicate. The reports from two 
examinations made by two separate set of 
experts differed only in minor details. Each 
showed the physical condition of the prop- 
erty to be excellent, though in the case of 
the City railway the reports did not go so 
much into detail as with the Yerkes ‘prop- 
erties. 

The real estate holdings of the different 
companies were carefully examined and ex- 
pert testimony was secured as to their mar- 
ket value. It was shown the West Side 
company held real estate of a greater total 
value than that held by the City railway. 
The reports also showed the cable stations 
of the West Side system were in better con- 
dition and could be operated more econom- 
ically than those of the City railway com- 
pany. The real estate holdings of the North 
Side company were shown to be of greater 
value, in comparison with the capitalization 
of the company, than those of either the 
West Side company or the City railway 
company. The experts reported the real 
estate, equipment, and tracks, without con- 
sidering the value of the franchises, worth 
more in each instance than the entire out- 
standing bonds and stock of the North Chi- 
cago or the West Chicago companies, 
ne death of Roswell P. Flower is not 
expected to have any effect upon the con- 
clusion of the deal.

year. The 17,000 garment-makers who 
work in these sweatshops are pre-

n the next six weeks. When the heat falls 
like a woolen blanket on the congested 
districts from the river west to Center 
avenue, south of Harrison street, men, wom- 


-en, and children will be pulling the heavy 


cloth of winter garments through machines 
that are driven by leg power. In the hot 
attics of three and four story buildings 
children under 16 years of age, prematurely 
bent, will be stitching from early morning 
until late at night. ' 

By July the Italians of Forquer, Ewing, 
De Koven, and Polk streets, the Bohemians 
of Allport and Throop streets, the Russian 
Jews of Maxwell, Canal, Halsted, and 
Twelfth streets, all the foreigners in the dis- 
trict bounded by the river on the east, Cen- 


ter avenue on the west, Harrison street on 
the north, and Twenty-second street on the 


south, will be at their work on heavy winter 
garments in the close, stifling rooms of the 
sweatshop. 3 
At the present the trade is taking «a 
breath between the fall and the winter or- 
ders. As soon as the big contractors can 
get their fashions and cut their cloth, the 
goods will go into the shops with orders 
that necessitate the sacrifice of all human 
energy and force that is used in the manu- 
facture of the clothing to be worn next 
winter in the West and Northwest.

Assistant State Inspector A. J. Harris and 
a reporter for Tus TRIBUNE visited fifty of

to do. In that respect the shops were seen 
to the best possible advantage. There is 
no reason for working over hours and the

The investigation was confined to the Rus- 
sian Jews, the Bohemians, Poles, and Ital- 
ians. The Swedish and German shops, 
largely on the North Side, are admittedly 
the better class of sweatshops, while in 
those of the Russian Jews and Italians the 
evils are recognized to have their greatest 
development.

However good the condition of the sweat- 
shop may be, any advantages from 
this are offset, so far as the purchaser of 
the garment is concerned, by the condition 
of the homes in which the home finishing 
is done. Good sanitary conditions in the 
sweatshops are of benefit to the people em- 
ployed in them, but when the garment, after 
being sewed on the machine, goes into some 
of thé homes of the poorer class of Italians 
where cleanliness is an unknown virtue, it 
has as much opportunity of catching and 
retaining disease as if the sweatshop itself 
had been in the worst possible condition, 

Here the State Factory Inspectors find 
themselves without power. A restriction 
inserted in the act of 1893 at the last moment 
almost nullifies the provision relating to the 
manufacture of garments in living-rooms. 
The law states that no room or rooms, 
apartment or apartments, in any tenement 
or dwelling-house used for eating or sleep- 
ing purposes, shall be used for the manu- 
facture in whole or in part of coats, vests, 
trousers, knee pants, overalls, cloaks, skirts, 
ladies’ waists, purses, feathers, artificial 
flowers or cigars, except by the immediate 
members of the family living therein.“ 

The act further states that every such 
workshop shall be kept in a cleanly state 

d shall be subject to the provisions of this 
act, but the inspectors hold that where the 
work is being done by the immediate mem- 
bers of the family they have no jurisdiction 
in the matter of cleanliness, The seamstress 
may, so far as the department is concerned, 
sit on the bed to do the work or continue her 
employment without arising from the 
at Which she has been eating.

Scene in Twelfth Place. 


A walk along Halsted street and down 
into Ewing and along Jefferson will reveal 
the extent to which the home finishing in- 
dustry is carried on. The most familiar 
sight to the residents of the Nineteenth 
Ward is that of Italian women and girls 
in many colored rags carrying on. their 
heads or tugging along in armfuls the half 
finished garments from the sweatshops:

When he returned it was under- 
stood the Associated Chamber of Commerce 
would publish his report and this would nec- 
essarily have exerted a far more direct and 
immediate influence than any volume issued 
in the ordinary course of time. Unless, too, 
his book contains something more than his 
North American Review article, its conclu- 
sions have been long anticipated. 

However desirable it might be, there is not 
the remotest chance of Great Britain, Amer- 
ica, Germany, and Japanjuniting on any Chi- 
nese policy. America will clearly do noth- 
ing at all, and Germany, so far from desiring 
such a union, wishes to extend her personal 
sphere and Prussianize it. Her policy will 
be not to make an ehemy of Russia unless 
she is prepared for immediate War.

Neither nation has the im- 
mense home market of the United States,

I devote ten hours daily to agri- 
cultural labor, and also attend the sick. Our 
colony numbers forty-three souls. We are 
working happily and contentedly,. together,

FRANCE. HONORS CHICAGOANS. 


Mrs, Elfen M. Henrotin and E. P. Bros- 
beau Receive Diplomas and the 
Doscorations ot the Academy. 


Vecorations were conferred yesterday in 
the name of the Republic of France upon 
Mrs. Ellen M. Henrotin and Z. P. Brosseau 
of Chicago. The French Consul, M. Henri 
Merou, delivered the diplomas to and pinned 
the decorations on the recipients of the dis- 


. tinction. The decorations given are those of 


the institution known as the French Acad- 
emy, which was founded for the purpose of 
rewarding persons who have distinguished 
themselves in a literary way. ‘The insignia 
of the order are composed of two royal palm 
leaves fastened together at the stems and 
drooping in the form of a crescent. These 
are made of gold and depended from a violet 
ribbon. 
Mrs. Henrotin was given this distinction 
because of the services she rendered as Vice 
President of the Board of Lady Managers of 
the Worlds Fair in extending courtesies to 
the French women who attended the con- 
vention held during the fair. Her services 
as a member of the Committee of the Alli- 
ance Francaise are also mentioned in the 
diploma accompanying the decoration. The 
Alliance Francaise is an organization which 
the French government is, spreading 
throughout the world for the purpose of pro- 
moting a knowledge of the French language. 
Mr. Brosseau, Vice President of the Board 
of Trade, was decgrated for services ir a 
literary way. These are specified as his 
gifts of French books to the Chicago Public 
Library and his work as a member of the 
Executive committee of the Alliance Fran- 
caise. It is also mentioned in the @iploma 
that Mr. Brosseau is deserving of honors at 
the hands of the French people as the pro- 
prietor ‘af the Courter de |'Quest, the French 
paper of Chicago. 
Both of these Chicago people are made 
officers of the academy. 
Only a few persons the United States 


) have been given these marks of distinction 


by the French government. Two others at 
this time have been decorated for services 
as promoters of the Alliance Francaise. One 
of these is a resident of Kansas City, and 
the other a resident of Denver. The Alliance 
Francaise maintains several classes in Chi- 
cago for instruction in the French language. 


F. H. COOPER’S NOVEL CHARITY. 


Insures His Life for $200,000 to Es- 
tablish a Home for the Aged in 
His Native Town, | 


F. H. Cooper of this city has secured 
$200,000 life insurance, the policies being 
made payable to John J: Mitchell, Harlow 
N. Higinbotham, Ferdinand W. Peck, James 
J. Brennan, and Henry Sherman Vail, 
trustees, to establish a perpetual trust for 
the support of the aged people in his native 
town, Akkrum, Holland. 7 

While abroad last year, visiting his father, 
now over 90 years old, Mr. Cooper promised 
him he would make this provision for his 
“triends and acquaintances and others who 
through sickness or other misfortune may 
be unable to provide the necessary comforts 
for a peaceful old age. He intends to visit 
Holland this summer and purchase a piece 
of property near Akkrum, which he will 
have laid out with lawns, fountains, flowers, 
shrubs, etc., reserving a large tract for a 
vegetable garden, marked out in small plats, 
in order that such as dre able can provide in 
part for their own living and support, erect- 
ing suitable large buildings, together with 
the necessary number of cottages. 

The aged and feeble will receive proper 
care in the dormitories or hospitals, but the 
aged couples may preserve their family re- 
lationsbips in the cottages, if preferred, re- 
ceiving a fixéd annuity, and thereby provid- 
ing tor their support. The American 
trustees are to have the care and responsi- 
bility of.the collection and investment of 
this fund, and disbursing the income there- 
of, through the ministers of the two differ- 
es of Akkrum and the Burgo- 
master of the five villages in the county.

Clal treaty between the United States and 
Germany have now been taken up in earnest 
at this end of the line. United States Am- 
bassador White expects that, despite the 
number of formidable obstacles that must 
be overcome, such a treaty as will be satis- 
factory to both nations will crown the ef- 
forts of the representatives of the two gov- 
ernments. 


There is every reason for saying the der- 
man government and notably the Foreign 
Minister, Baron von Buelow, will da its nest 
to overcome the difficulties of the task of 
forfnulating such a treaty. 

The Foreign office is having the potent aid 
of Emperor William as well as the sympa- 
thetic codperation of representatives of all 
the German states in the Bundesrath and 18 
determined nov to permit the obstinate aver- 
sion of the powerful agrarian interests to 
stand in the way of such an important bond 
with America, The Emperor made clear the 
fact he views such a treaty most favorably, 
in the course of recent expressions to Baron 
von Buelow. 

The main difficulty thus far in the prelim- 
inary conference at the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs iq the erroneous idea that has taken 
hold of the German mind and been systemat- 
ically fostered by the agrarian and other 
newspapers that trade with the United States 
has latterly been distinctly unprofitable. 


As to Balance of Trade. 

The papers referred to, even with statistics 
inspired by the government, have made a 
strongly plausible case tending to show that 
the balancevof tfade has steadily inclined 
to the side ot the United States. The Min- 
istet of the Interior; Count von Posadowsky- 
Wehner, made a statement to the same ef- 
fect in the Reichstag a few weeks ago. 

Mr. White this week produced strong 
counter-evidence, taking facts and figures 
from material supplied by the Treasury de- 
partment at Washington showing, while it 
was true that American exports to Germany 
in 1898 were unusually large, far exceeding 
in bulk and value the German exports to 
the United States, the fact was largely due 
to temporary causes, while everything now 
shows a renewed larger demand for German 
goods from the United States. 

Mr. White also pointed out while German 
exports are largely manufactured goods, 
American exports are mainly petroleum, cot- 
ton, and other raw materials not produced 
here or insufficiently produced, as cereals, 
copper, etc., whose value is increased here, 
and which are subsequently re@xported. 

Mr. White also furnished proof, by official 
figures of the first three months of 1899 and 

roximate figures for the current three 
months, that during the year, under the ex- 

isting tariff, there has been undeniably a 
large increase of German exports to Amer- 
ica and that the total value of such exports 
for the entire year of 1899 will exceed 
$100,000,000. 

These facts and figures will soon be suita- 
bly brought to the attention of the press and 
dervelt upon by government speakers in the 
Reichstag within a fortnight, thus ending 
the systematic misleading of the public by 
the mouthpieces of the Agrarian party. 

With the public thus set right, it is hoped 
that the task of negotiating the treaty will 
become easier and that the majority in the 
Reichstag will no longer antagonize the 
measure. 

It is likewise expected this rectification of 

ublic opinion will favorably influence the 

eichstag in the matter of the pending meat 

inspection bill, the chances of which at pres- 

ent appear to be slim, largely owing to the 

same systematic misrepresentation, for 

which the Agrarian papers are responsible. 
War on American Meat. 

The onslaughts ot all the Agrarian organs 
upon American meat this week have 
of the most violent and flercest description. 
A number of cablegrams have been re 
printed from certain American papers, con- 
siderably increasing the volume of these 
attacks. : 

The Kreuz Zeitung reiterated the state- 
ment that American meat inspection is a 
farce. The Deutsche Fleischer-Zeitung, the 
organ of the biitchers, stated that a part of 
jhe steamer Bulgarta’s cargo consisted of 
American horse meat, which was auctioned 


off at Hamburg and is now being sold under 


false flag to German consumers. This 
statement, which has been widely circulated, 
has unfavorably influenced public opinion. 


The Deutsche Tags-Zeitung and the Agrar- 


Correspondenzg, leading Agrarian sheets, call 
attention to the increase in the importation 
of meat mostly American, in 1898, amounting 
to 82,000,000 marks, adding that these im- 
ports quadrupled since 1897, and, if un- 


checked, will continue to increase in the |. 


same ratio. Hence these journals demand 
legislation forbidding outright the impor- 
tation of all American and other meats. 

The lan papers combat the argument 
that increase in the importation demon- 
strates the insufficiency of the supply of Ger- 
man meat, and claim that the increase is 
solely due to the low price of imiported meat. 
They argue that the continued unrestricted 
importation of foreign meat will entirely 
ruin the German production and demand 
that the Reichstag prohibit dealing in foreign 
meat entirely, threatening that if this is not 
done the agricultural classes will hold their 
representatives in the Reichstag responsible. 

for Greater Navy. 

The vigorous agitation in favor of an in- 
crease in the extra appropriation in the 
navy, that was sanctioned by the Reichs- 
tag, continues. The Flotter Verein, a naval 
sogiety, with @ membership of 40,000, urges

Columbus, O., May 13.—[Special.]—Harry 
Daugherty left Cincinnati this morning 
at 8 o'clock, and just as he was stepping 
on the train he met General Grosvenor. 
Daugherty would fain have talked with 
Grosvenor, but he did not have time. The 
General spent yesterday in Cleveland with 
Senator Hanna, and he doubtless went to 
Cincinnati to interview B. Cox. 
Daugherty has about 150 or 175 delegates 
to the State convention. He would be 
pleased if Cox were with him, and his mis- 
sion to Cincinnati was undoubtedly in this 
direction. He interviewed Cox, but did not 
get much satisfaction. On the way here 
Daugherty turned to Tur Trisune corre- 
spondent and remarked, with a half sup- | 
pressed sigh: 

I Cox would only declare himself for me 
I would be nominated by acclamation.”’ 

Cox is a sphinx. Nobody knows what he 
is going to do, but he is undoubtedly telling 
the truth when he says he has not selected 
any candidate for the Governorship. There 
is another sphinx up in Columbus, much of 
the Cox order—Char L. Kurts. There are 
those in Ohio today who believe that Kurtz 
and Cox are working together. They are 
said to have some business interests in com- 
mon, and what would be more natural than 
they should make up a political team? 

Kurtz ts a beaver in politics. While other 
people go to bed and sleep he is up and doing. 
He has no love for Senator Hanna. The 
other day in an interview he said he was for 
McKinley first, last, and all the time for the 
Presidential nomination next year. Mr. 
Kurts ts the member of the National Repub- 
H committee from Ohio. He made this 
— ent to set at rest charges that were 
being urged against him that he was dis- 
loyal to the President. He fought M. A. 
Hanna for the Senatorship and he is out to 
fight him again. 

‘Cunning of Kurtz. 

The shining example of Kurtz's strategy 
was shown at the Zanesville convention, 
where Bushnell was nominated. Bushnell 
was not even considered as a possibility. He 
was not even named as a candidate, and on 
the first roll-call something less than twenty 
men voted for him. He finally won the nomi- 
nation, defeating Judge Nash, the McKin- 
ley candidate. Kurts in that memorable 
campaign sent instructions through the 
State to his lieutenants to get on the delega- 
tion, no matter how, but to land them.

SUPPLY OF YELLOW COIN INCON- 

TO HANDLE. 

Many Customers Refuse to Take It Be- 
cause Paper Money Is Easier to 
Carry united States Subtreasury 
neelines to Exchange Any More 

Small Bills for It—Plethora Caused 
by Increase of Production and Re- 
stored Confidence in Government. 


icago banks are becoming glutted with 
a coin. The United States Subtreasury 
has refused to pay out any more small bills 
fer the yellow coin, the banks are unable 
exchange it for gold certificates, and so 


for them—storing in their vaults what they 
cannot get rid of. When the call for small 
bills increases, as it always does in the 
summer and fall, gold probably will have 
to take the place of paper money, unless 
the government printing presses are started 
up again. One Chicago bank alone has over 
$8,000,000 in gold coin stored in its vaults, 
where there was only $4,000,000 a year ago, 
and the hoard is rapidly increasing. This 
same bank has only between $2,000,000 and 
$3,000,000 in small bills. 

Confidence in the stability of Uncle Sam's 
surrency has reached a point where, ac- 
cording to the bankers, one kind of money is 
just as good as another in the minds of the 
people. The demand now when money is 
drawn .from the banks is for the money 
that is easiest to carry around, and in con- 
sequence the private hoards of gold are in 
circulation again and people are clamoring 
for paper money. Many people will not 
accept gol from the banks. 7 

Part of this plentifulness is due to the 
increased production of gold, but Chicago 
bankers attribute it mainly to the in- 
creased confidence in paper money and the 
gradual dying out of free silver talk. As the 
production of gold is likely to increase, at 
least for some time, the banks expect to 
receive more and more gold coin. Appar- 
ently the only way to get out of the dilemma 
is for the government to Issue gold certifi- 
cates in exchange for some of the gold now 
stored in the bank vaults, so most of the 
bankers say. 

Our hands are simply being tied.“ said 
John J. Mitchell, President of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank. last evening. ‘ In 
some instances national banks have come to 
us and begged for small bills to send into the 
country. We have had to refuse them and 
they have had to send gold, which makes it 
expensive. We aren't able to get rid of our 
gold at the Subtreasury even. ) 

No one knows where all the gold is com- 
ing from. More is being produced, of course, 
whith accounts for part of the increase in 
Chicago. But the greatest influence is the 
confidence of the people in the honesty of 
the government. As soon as the fear that 
some of our money was to be repudiated was 
taken away people felt as much confidence 
in paper money as they did in gold coin. 
Now they would rather have paper, because 
it is easier to handle.“ : 

“ We have being paying out gold for the 
last month whenever we could get any one to 
take it.“ said E. 8. Lacey, President of the 
Bankers’ National Bank. We are hoard- 
ing our small bills just now preparatory to 
the increased demand for them that always 
comes with summer and fall. Some of our 
customers refuse to take gold. Wehave not 


far, but we have noticed 
gold in local circulation.”

Miss Edith May, who after- 
wards became the wife of the New York 
millionafre, was a guest of Mr. Garner, and 
Colonel J. Schuyler Crosby, who was a 
member of General Phil Sheridan's staff dur- 
ing the war and Consul to Florence, Italy,

SUMMER SAIL. 
William T. Garner, owner of the wk, 
Commodore of the New York Tacht club, 
an enthusiastic sportsman and millionaire 
manufacturer, invited a party of friends toa 
sail down the bay on that fair summer day. 
Those in the party were Commodore and 
Mrs. Garner, Miss Edith May, Miss Adele

The Mohawk was a large, stanch schooner 
yacht, the pride of the bay, and was manned 
by Captain Rowland and @ crew of about 
Awenty men.

» When the Commodore and his guests 
went on board shortly after 4 o’clock.: The 
day had been bright, but as the anchor went 

up and all sails were set a black cloud swept 
up trum the eastern horizon and the yachts- 
men and old salts lounging along the shore 
sew gipple creeping over the smooth waters 
of the bay followed by serried ranks of tiny 
White caps.

Several of the crew were Seémif0,appriach 
Captain Rowland, but he wavéd them away 
and they retired forward. Still not an Inch 
of canvas was lowered and the centerboard 
remained in its box. Thére was not enough 
steerage way to head the yaeht up to the 
squall, which was racing on dead abeam, 

And then the squall struck the great 
spread of canvas. The boat quiv- 
ered for a second and then Slowly 
sank on its beam ends, and the 
main sheets slapped the water. It lay 
that way for a few seconds and then began 
to right. But the frantic watchers on the 
shore saw there was still no effort to shorten 
sail, and realized that the yacht was doomed. 

The Mohawk, struggling like a thing of 
intelligence, slowly reared its masts, and 
would have come back to its keel had it been 
given any assistance by taking in sail, but 
this Was not done. Another terrific squall 
struck the canvas and the boat went over 
again. This time the masts sank beneath 
the surface and the keel became Visible. 
The Captain was seen to jump overboard 
and the crew clung to the rail that was 
above water. | 

Instantly a hundred boats put out from 
the shore and the steam yacht Ideal was 
in the van. But instead of steaming direct- 
dy for the wreck it made a complete circuit 
of it, and finally attached a line tothe stern, 
with the result of dragging the yacht still 
‘farther under the water. ) 

In the meantime there were scenes of ter- 
ror and of heroism on the wreck. When the 
‘yacht first went on its beam ends Commo- 
dore Garner, Colonel Crosby, Mr. Thorne, 
and Mr. Howland rushed on deck. A glance 
showed them that the yacht could never 
right itself, and they dashed back into the 
cabin to save the women. The water was 
already flowing in through the hatches and 
was several feet deep in the cabin. 


FIRST RESCUE. | 
Mr. Crosby saw Miss May clinging to the 
fireplace at the end of the saloon. She was 
white with terror, but did not scream. He 
carried her to the companionway and passed 
her up to Mr. Howland, who had returned to 
the deck. Going back to the saloon, Mr. 
Crosby heard Mrs. Garner and Miss Hunter 
calling. for help. They were pinned down 
under some heavy furniture on the lee side. 
The water was gaining rapidly, but Mr. 
Mortant and Mr. Crosby succeeded in pulling

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MOHAWK JUST BEFORE THE DISASTER. 
(From Harper’s Weekly, Aug. 12, 1876.) : 
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the women and Mr. Crosby grasped Miss 
‘Hunter’s hand, and tugged hard to extricate 
her. There was a lurch of the boat, her hand 
slipped through his and he fell back into the 
‘water. When he regained his feet she had. 
disappeared. 

Then Mr. Crosby went to the assistance of 
Mr. Garner, who was struggling to save his 
wife. The Commodore had hold of his wife’s 
arm trying to pull her from the mass of dé- 
bris that held her down, Mr. Crosby caught 
hold of Mr. Garner's arm and the two men 
K. with the strength born of des- 

peration, but their efforts were unavailitig. 

“There was, terrible rush of water through 
the hatchway and the flood quickly rose 
above the men's heads. Crosby climbed 
through a skylight that had been broken 
in by a sailor and swam to a boat that had 
been sent out by the yacht Dreadnaught. 
When the Mohawk was raised Commodore 
Garner was found with his wife clasped in 
his arms. 

_. When the yacht capsized the ballast, in the 
form of bars of lead, broke through the floor- 
ing and it was these bars, together with the 
furniture, that pi down the clothing of 
Mrs. Garner and Miss Hunter and cost them 
their lives. The body of Mr. Thorne was 
not found for @ couple of days after the ac- 
cident and it was supposed that he had fallen 
or jumped overboard. When the yacht was 
pumped out, however, his body was discov- 
ered in the forward part of the cabin. He 
had perished in the vain effort to rescue his 
sister and Miss Hunter. : 


DEATH STRUGGLE. 

In his struggle to save Mrs. Garner 
latter had grasped Mr. Crosby's hand — 
when he fell back into the water a ring 
that he wore waß torn from his finger. This 
was found on the cabin floor when the yacht 
was righted. 

When Miss May was passed up the com- 
panionway to Mr. Howland by Mr. Crosby 
the former sprang into the water with the 
girl and kept her afloat until they were 
picked up by a boat sent out from the yacht 
Countess of Dufferin. This boat, however, 
had been damaged while on its way to the 
wreck and the rescued were transferred to 
one of the Dreadnaught boats and safely 
landed on Staten Island. ne; 

Some of the men who had put out to the 
rescue in boats declared that they saw 
Mrs. Garner and Miss Hunter at the cabin 
window calling for the help that no man 
could render. This, however, is not prob- 
able in the light of the statement subse- 
quently made by Colonel Crosby and from 
the fact that the bodies were found pinned 
down by metal and furniture when recovered 
by divers. 

All of the crew were rescued with the 
exception of the cabin boy, whose body was 
found in the saloon. Two cooks and a stew- 
ard were reported missing, but they turned 
up after a few days. Mr. Mortant sustained 
injuries in his heroic efforts to save his com- 
panions that a in his death a year 
later.

The blame for the disaster was unanimous- 


— 
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ly laid at the door of Captain Rowland, and 
his behavior indicated that he concurred 
in the popular verdict. When he was landed 
on Staten Island he teok to the woods, but 
was subsequently arrested and locked up at 
Stapieton to await the action of the Coroner's 
jury. Crowds of men had searched for him 
with the avowed intention of lynching him, 
but he was found by the police and kept un- 
der guard until the Coroner had finished his 


had begged the Captain to allow him to cut 
away the main sheat, but the latt 

ordered him forward and told him to mind 
his own business. All of his crew, in addition 


‘had “witnessed. the disaster from the shore, 
declared that the Captain had been criminal- 
ly negligent. Captain Rowland, in his own 
behalf, said that he had tried to lower the 
‘main sheet, but thesblock became jammed. 
This was subsequently proven to be false. 
But Colonel Crosby made a statement to the 
jury in which he exonorated the Captain 
from blame. He was discharged by the 
Coroner and there the matter dropped. 
Miss May, the only woman survivor of the 
disaster, went abroad soon after the wreck 
of the Mohawk, and in Dresden met Captain 
Arthur Randolph of the British army. They 
were married in England, but the Captain re- 
signed his commission and moved to this 
country, where he died twelve years ago. 
Mrs. Whitney had been married to the ex- 
Secretary of the Navy but eighteen months 
before she met with her fatal accident. 


OFFICIAL RECORD. 


The story of the tragedy and the heroism 
displayed by Colonel Crosby and Seaman 
Fosberg is told in the medallic history of 
the United States. The government report 
differs in some details from the contempora- 
neous newspaper reports and both are given: 

„The medals of the first class were award- 
ed to Colonel J. Schuyler Crosby of New 
York, at this date the American Consul at 
Florence, and Carl Fosberg, a seaman be- 
longing to the yacht Mohawk, in recogni- 
tion of their extraordinary gallantry upon 
the occasion of the sudden sinking of that

CROSBY’S BRAVERY. 

There was an instant tumult of cries, and 
the gentlemen rushed up on the deck from the 
cabin. In a moment the vessel was on its 
side, with the water pouring over the rail. 
While it was going over Mr. Garner and 
Colonel Crosby hurried back into the cabin 
save the women. Miss May was far over

To enter the filing cabin 
down this narrow way, in a vessel keeled 
over on its side and rapidly sinking, seemed 
certain death. This Colonel Crosby did, 
and, with equal courage, the seaman, Fos- 
berg, rushed in with him. 

“The scene in the cabin was frightful. 
The rich and heavy furniture had shifted, 
and Mrs. Garner and Miss Hunter were 
caught and pinioned by it against the side- 
board. Mrs. Garner was screaming, and her 
husband was making frantic efforts to re- 
lease her and her companion by throwing 
off the heavy articles which he:d them down. 
In these endeavors Colonel Crosby and Carl 
Fosberg desperately joined, pulling away the 
furniture and handing it up to Mr. Montant, 
and Mr. Howland threw it out on deck. 

„The water, meahwhile, continued to pour 
in, and the cabin rapidly filled. Although 
nearly submerged, the three men never 
stopped their perilous work while it could 
be continued. Their labors were, however, 
ineffectual, and were ended by the sinking 
of the vessel. It was only four minutes 
from the moment it capsized till it went 
down. 

Mr. Garner was drowned, clinging to his 
wife, whom he would not leave. Colonel 
Crosby and Carl Fosberg. toiling to the last 
second, were engulfed, and nearly lost their 
lives.

| “ Writing of him to this department,'Col- ' 
onel Crosby expresses a true feeling, the 
utterance of which adds new honor to his 
own conduct in these words: ‘Too much 
cannot be said in favor of this man, who 
was governed simply by his own brave in- 
stincts, rather than thé hope of any reward. 
Nor did he have friendly or loyal considera- 
tions to prompt him to risk his own life, 
which he did. by remaining to the last mo- 
ment on board.’ 

It deserves to be stated in this connec- 
tion that Mr. Cari Fosberg completed his 
gallantry by his modesty. After. the af- 
fair, in which he had behaved so well, he 
kept out of the way. When reporters sought 
him he hid. It was with difficulty and after 
some time that he could be found to give 
him the medal to which his conduct had en- 
titled him.“

The record shows that the Mohawk sank within 
four minutes. During that time and when the 
vessel was on its beam ends you rushed down into 
its cabim where. Colonel Crosby was already, and 
remained there. With him until the cabin was al- 
most filled with water, engaged in devoted, though 
unavailing, efforts to extricate the unfortunate 
ladies from the furniture which had fallen upon . 
them, and escaping finally by swimming upward 
through the broken skylight, guided by the faint 
light which penetrated the water. 

It must be noted that you were not bound by 
any tie of friendship or kindred to those you tried 
to rescue, and that you were not impelled by any 
consideration of reward, but solely by the gallant 
instincts of mamhood.

Rico at Ponce and formed the sewing and 
reading circles for the women and helped the 
society into life and gave it backbone and 
left all the honors td others. She has taken 
ai deep and sincere interest in the establish- 
ment of the proposed English library in the 
capital and under her patronage, consider- 
ing the esteem with which she is regarded 
by all who know her, the outcome will be 
‘more conscientious work on all sides. 

A social gathering of Americans in the 
capital has an element of the picturesque 
and cosmopolitan in it that makes one think 
of big assemblies in the ball-room of a fash-, 
‘fonable winter resort, where everybody jests 
about the blizzards in the North and sleigh- 
ing in the hills of New England, and more 
than a few inwardly yearn to be back.

in Paris and wearing only imported érea- 
tions. The representatives of the Roman 
church come and look on and dignity 
with their long black robes, and learned 
men, cruising in southern waters on scien- 
tific trips to the West Indies, always put in 
at San Juan and swell the assembly at 
Grant's on Monday nights. The General had 
the welfare of these people deeply at heart, 
and nothing was so pleasing to him as a 
goodly representation of Porto Rican society 
as it mingles unconsciously, beautifully, 
democratically with the strong American 
element here, 
Mrs. Grant’s Hospitality. 

As a successful hostess, Mrs. Grant has 
no superior and tee équals, That perfect 
tact and dignified simplicity of her more 
noted sister, Mrs. Potter Palmer of Chicago, 
seems to. be heightened in this woman whose 
fortune it haa been to follow thé exigencies 
of a diplomat and a soldier as his stanchest 
friend, his chief adviser, and his wife. They

® This little woman is Mrs. Philip C. Hanna, 
the wife of the American Consul, a bright, 
slender, young, and democratic American 
girl from Independencé, Ia., who played a 
brilliant, important, and daring part in the 
invasion of the island by General Miles. 

_ For seven years Mr. Hanna has occupied 
the post of Americah Consul in some part. 
of the tropics. On asstiming charge of the 
consulate in Porto Rico, at the beginning of 
the McKinley administration, he found an 
interesting but troubled and emotional: 
people, living under Spanish rule, obeying | 
with childlike simplicity Spanish laws, and | 
yet disturbed by a certain well-defined but 
ufexpféssed feeling of scontent which 
was bound soonér or latet to develop into a 
movement of gigatitic proportions, or else 
to die a natural death, smothered out by | 
the dampening power of a rigid sovereignty. 


Porto Ricans Were Hostile: | 

Up to the time of the declaration of war, 
and all during its progress, Spanish officials . 
showed toward the Amefican Consul a su- 
preme and genuine courtesy in all things. 
The native Porto Ricans, on the other hand, | 
quick to find fault with the mother country, 
Were just as quick to fly to her protection 
at the appearance of danger and to resent 
the attitude of Américans and to play the 
part of a saucy; defiant child.

NE of the first books that I read after 
the fairy-story age.was Franklin’s 
autobiography, and with that as a 
foundation biography has been my.

The story of Mrs. Oliphant’s life is a 
sad one. Hers was a life of work and 
worry. From the day that she married her 
unhappiness began. Her marriage was not 
an avowedly unhappy one, but she does 
not seem to have cared as much for her 
husband as for her children. He becamean 
invalid soon after their marriage and she 
took him to Rome for his health. He died 
there, and so-did her daughter, and her sec- 


was left a widow with two babies and $3,500 
of debts. * 

She made no moan, but bent her back to 
the burden, and bent it remained to the day 
of her death. When her boys grew to young 
manhood they died. Then a brother came 
to live with her and he died, leaving his 
children for her to support. She worked 
like a galley slave. Fortunately she was 
well paid. Although she never ranked 
among the great writers of her day there 
was always a good demand for her work, 
and on more than one occasion she was paid 
over $5,000 for the dual rights of a novel, and 
Blackwoods gave her $7,500 for The Per- 
petual Curate.”

New York playwrights at last appear te 
have found protection against the pirate. 
Last week Governor Roosevelt signed his 
name to a bill supplementing the national 
copyright law in a manner which seems to 
leave few loopholes for the escape of trans- 
gressors. The new law is in the shape ofan 
amendment to the penal code, and makes it 
a misdemeanor, punishable with imprison- 
ment, for any person to produce, without 
the authority of the owner, any uncopyright- 
ed play held in manuscript. ; | 

The national law is sufficient safeguard for 
copyrighted plays, and the new law is a 
specific declaration of the common law 
right of the owners of uncopgrighted plays 
to protection at the hands of the Criminal 
Courts of the State. Previous to this legis- 
lation the only recourse of the author whose 
uncopyrighted plays were pirated was to call 
into action the costly and unsatisfactory 
methods of injunction and civil suit for 
damages. The burden of everything was 
upon him, and the combined losses of time 
and money together were sure to be in ex- 
cess of any damage returns. By making the 
offense of pirating a felonious one, and by 
making responsible not only the producer 
of the stolen piece but every one who aids 
or abets him); it is clear that the New York 
Legislature has turned the road of the play 
thief from a well-paved boulevard into an 
exceeding narrow and stony lane. 

The rest of the country will watch New 
York State with interest for the next few 
months, and if the law works as well in 
fact as it looks on paper othe? States are 
certain to be asked by resident playwrights 
to construct similar acts. In the Fast Illi- 
nois is called the worst offender of all, and 
the phrase, “the Chicago play thieves,”’ 
is mortifyingly common. If New. York 
makes’ pirating obsolete, Illinois will be dis-

The young Duchess of Portland wasa Miss 
Dallas, and while the Dowager Duchess of 
Manchester was a Miss Dobbs, the late 
Dowager Duchess of St. Albans was a Miss 
Cubbinge, the first wife of her husband hav- 
ing been Harriet Mellon, the actress. The 
present Duchess of St. Albans was a Miss 
Osborne, and has Hebrew blood in her 
veins. The present Duchess of Manches- 
ter was a Miss Yznaga of Louisiana, while 
of the two ladies who bear the title of 
Duchess of Marlborough, the one was a 
Miss Price of Troy, N. Y., and the other 
Miss Vanderbilt. The Dowager Duchess 
of Sutherland was a Miss Mitchell, the 


«daughter of an Oxford Don, while the new 


Duchess of Beaufort is the daughter of a 
Mr. W. H. Harford. The late Duchess of 
and the 
wife of the future Duke of Grafton 
is the daughter of a London usurer 
and was formerly a woman of the half- 
world. The young Duchess of Bedford is 
the daughter of an untitled clergyman of 
the Church of England, and the present 
Duchess of Argyll was a Miss McNeil. The 
Duchess of Montrose was Mkewise untitled 
at the time of her marriage, being a Miss 
Graham, while the Duchess of Atholl was a 
Miss Monerelffe.

been on more than one occasion deposed by 


his utterly disgusted subjects had it not been

Equally prepos- 
terous is the projected monument to be erect- 
ed at Kiel to Duke Frederick of Schleswig- 
Holstein, father of the German Empress and

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


‘Structures Planned or Under Way In 
4 and Around Chicago. 

Wilson & Marshall have made plans for an 
apartment house which William H. Harper 
and John W. Sweet will build on the east 
side of Grand boulevard, opposite Thirty 
eighth street, at a cost of $175,000. The lot 
is 132x267 feet. The plans provide for two 
‘buildings, each four stories high, each frönt- 
ing 43 feet, extending back to a depth «f 
267, where they join, leaving a vacant tract 
of thirty-two feet adjoining, which will be 
made into a garden, with a fountain in the 
center. The buildings will be in the French 
Gothic type of architecture and the ex- 
terior walls ‘will be constructed of red 
pressed brick and terra cotta, with a red 
tile roof.

land avenue. The building will be in two 
sections, each three stories high, and one 
extending over 50x225 feet and the other 
24x78 feet.

‘finished in hard wood and heated with steam. 
It win cost $100,000.

says: The amount of building in the lead- 
ing cities of the United States was one-third 
greater during April, 1890, than for the cor- 
responding period of 1898. The improved 
conditions indicated by the March statistics 
are exceeded by the April records, which 
show an increase of 33 per cent over the 
operations of 1898. The prediction that the 
buliding interests would have a fair year 
seems to be substantiated by the records of 
the four months just completed. While there 
are some localities that are not yet feeling 
any improvement, the country as a whole 
has begun to reflect in building operations 
the general improvement in trade conditions, 
the continuation of which can be depended 
upon to increase thé steady gains already 
made during the present year. A temporary 
setback may result, however, from the sharp 
rise in the price of building material and la- 
bor, since no such advance in rents can yet be 
maintathed. Operations in Chicago show a 
marked increase, last month’s structures 
having an estimated cost of $2,999,050, as 
compared with $1,329,500 im April, 1898, an 
increase of $1,670,150. This gain does not in- 
dicate any unusual amount of work in archi- 
tectural offices at the present time, but is 
due to the starting of many structures 
planned some months ago. Minneapolis and 
Pittsburg both did a large amount of build- 
ing last month, but comparisons with the 
exceptional activity of April, 1898, in those 
two cities prevent a fir appreciation of 
this year’s operations, which are largely in 
excess of the work done during April, 1897.”

The Antiquarians a collec- 
tion of laces and old silver at the Art In- 
stitute last Friday with a reception. The 
laces, which are all owned by Mrs. Edward 
E. Ayer, are the most interesting part of the 
exhibition. Most of them are old, rare, and 
remarkably beautiful. One piece of old rose 
point is said to be the largest of its kind 
in existence. A large plese of Venetian point 
of most elaborate design was made at the 
Convent of Udine by members of the Rez- 
zonica family for Pope Clement XIII., and 
a small piece of Flemish point is said to have 
been presented to Marie Louise, who after- 
wards gave it to her confessor, by Napoleon 
on her wedding day. There are fine exam- 
ples of point de France, point d' Angleterre, 
early Venetian point, Flemish point, and pil- 
low laces, and some interesting pieces of 
Chioggia lace with armoral designe. 

The silverware is not all as old as it is la- 
beled, but there are many pieces whose an- 
tiquity is undoubted and beautiful in de- 
sign. A set of spoons, with the figure of a 
man holding a mug and a pipe, could scarce- 
ly have been designed by Holbein, for he was 
dead long before tobacco came into general 
use in Europe.

LONG with other forces, a new social 
force, known as the Social Settle- 
ment Movement,“ is making itself. 
felt in the world today. Hardly more 
than a score of years old. it yet holds 

a national convention of its workers tomor- 
row in the Hull House Auditorium. Books 


are beginning to be written about it; the - 


universities are studying it. What is this 
movement extraordinary? Not a phflan- 
thropy nor an economic scheme, not an in- 
dustry, neither a (reed, a church, or even a 
reform. Probably.no two of its adherents 


would give the same definition were the 


question asked them. 7 


The settlement idea was conceived and de- 


veloped in the old English universities, It 
was in the opening years of the present cen- 
tury that the tendency of modern thought 
to concern itself with the actual affairs of 
human association began to make itself felt. 
Gradually new conceptions and new schools 
appeared in government, in ethics, religion, 
and economics. The result of this intel- 
lectual awakening was to interest unt- 
versity men, both students and teachers, in 
current affairs to a degree previously un- 
Known in England and at the present un- 
known in America. At Cambridge in the 
early ‘50s appeared the group ef men his- 
torically known as the Engligh Christian 
Socialists.”” - Of this group Frederick 
Maurice was the philosopher and Charles 
Kingsley the ‘public leader ond champion. 
Losing his interest in socialist propaganda 
as time went by, Kingsley was never the 
less unceasingly active in al! practical 
measures for promoting the welfare of 

workingman. As professor at Cam e 
we find him leading his students in the work 
of giving lectures to workingmen. Thus was 
born the university extension movement, 


the first step toward the settlement move- 


ment, 


The Beginning. 

The settlement. movement first saw the 
light im Oxford. Here, in 1860 and following 
years, was John Ruskin, lifting up his voice 
as a prophet, denouncing the ugliness, the 
soullessnese of industrialism, and proclaim- 
ing the beauty of social service. 

To the influence of Ruskin was added that 
of the philosopher: Thomas Hill Green; who 
not only taught the loftiest ideals of brother- 
hood, but practiced them; so that sleepy old 
Oxford rubbed her eyes, amazed at seeing 
for the first time in her history a college pro- 
fessor taking an active part in local munici- 
pal affairs. Under the influence of such 
teaching. and example, there accumulated 
a current of thought and feeling, which, be- 
sides affecting all existing forms of philan- 
thropic activity, was destined to create for 
itself a new form of expression. a 

Edward Dennison, an Oxford student of 
means and of family, in 1867 went to 
London to read idw. Intensely anxious to 
be of service to hig fellows, he settled in 
Stepney, on the advice of John Richard 
Green, the famous storian of the English 
people. Green could scarcely believe his 
ears when an Oxford graduate proposed 
making his homie in his parish, one of the 
dreariest and monoto parts of London:

As the result of this message Toynbee 
Hall, the first settlement, was founded to 
commemorate the life of Arnold Toynbee. 
Oxford and Cambridge students went to 
Whitechapel, the worst quarter of London, 
to share the life of the neighborhood and 
serve their neighbors as be&t they might. 
It was an attempt to do what democracy 
had failed to do, and what religion as or- 
ganized in churches had failed to do—name- 
ly: bridge the gulf between the masses, 

Out of mere residence at Toynbee Hall 
grew various educational organizations. 
And ere long its residents found that to 
benefit their neighbors they must serve 
them in local civic offices. After Toynbee 
Hall came other settlements, some founded 
by church organizations, with distinctly re- 
ligious aims. | 
For Brother Man. 

Such is the brief history of the movement 
which is attracting the attention and en- 
listing the best of the world's thinkers,. 
philanthropists, and citizens. It may be de- 
scribed as an attempt to make actual the 
principle of brotherhood; to share life in 
an equality of sympathy, and opportunity 
by brother men. ASS 

In the words of Miss Addams, who is, per- 
haps, the best exponent of settlement life 
in America, The settlement is an experi- 
mental effort to aid in the solution of the 
social and industrial problems which are 
engendered by the modern conditions of 
life in a great city. It insists that these 
conditions are not confined to any one por- 
tion af the city: It is an attempt to re- 
lieve, at the same time, the overaccumula- 
) tion at one end of society and the destitu- 


— 


over accumulation and destitution is most 
rarely felt in the things that pertain to 
social and educational advantages. The 
motives which constitute subjective pres- 
sure towards social settlements I divide into 
three great lines. The first contains the de- 
sire to make the entire social organism 
democratic, to extend democracy beyond its 
political poet The second is the im- 
pulse to share the race life and to bring 
as much: as possible of social energy and 
the accumulation of civilization.to those 
persons of the race who have little. The 
third. springs from a certain -renaissance 
of Christianity, a movement toward its early 
humanitarian aspects. I believe that this, 
turning inggoing on in America—in Chicago— 
without leaders, who te or philosophize, 
without much speaking, but with a bent to 
express in social service, in terms of action, 
the spirit ot Christ. It is not difficult to 
see that, although America is pledged to the

There | is not a theory in 
the social order, not a ‘answering

The prevailing type of settlement in Eng- 
land d the college settlement, manned by 
college students and graauates and dom- 
inated: by the educational and-soctal ‘ideals 
of university life, In America the social 
settlement obtains, in which the idea of an 
extension of «social opportunity predom- 
mates, and educational standards are a 
matter of development. All, however, are 
agreed upon two points. First, that resi- 
dence among the poor is an essential condi- 
tion, and that the ideal of settlement work 
is the realization of the spirit of the brother- 
hood of man. Persons, not contrivances; 
men, not things, is the watchword of set- 
tlement life. | | 

No two settlements, however, are exact- 
ly alike. Bach has an individuality of its 
own, determined by the character of its 
residents, and molded by the local eolor of 
its neighborhood. Thus Hull House, located 
in the Nineteenth Ward of Chicago, having 
a neighborhood of working people, compris- 
ing something over 50,00% people of thirteen 
nationalities, makes the social element the 
predominating one.

A corrupt City Council is 
sufficient excuse for a settlement using its 
utmost effort to defeat its unworthy Ald- 
erman, even though it has to furnish a better 
one itself. Plein, simple, good citizenship 
demands these and kindred activities from 
settlement residents. Yet the doing of things 
must not be confounded with the life it- 
self. Often the truest interpretation is the 
not doing of the things, but finds its best 
expression in simply living. A certain resi- 
dend after giving an exposition of the set- 
tle ment idea, was asked: But what do you 
do in your settlement?’’ 

Do?“ was the reply. why, ex—ah—why, 
hang it, madam; we settle!” Which ex- 
actly expresses the thought. 

No more mistaken notion can be conceived 
than the one so prevalent that a settlement 
is a sort of philanthropy, instituted and sup- 
ported by the rich for the benefit of the 
poor. The boulevard settlement is the legit- 
imate and logical sequence to the settle- 
ment of the slums. ‘“‘ Progress means in- 
creased opportunities of developing the 
heart, the conscience, and the intellect,” 
says Robertson, and. this applies equally to 
all divisions of society. | 


Some Settlement Workers. 

One of the best known settlement workers 
in America is Mr. R. A. Woeds of Boston. A 
graduate of Amherst College and Andover 
Seminary, he later took up the study of so- 
clal conditions in London. Residing at 
Toynbee Hall, he added the results of his 
personal observation to those ef intimate 
association with the leaders of social prog- 
ress in England. Returning to this country 
Mr. Woods embodied these results in lectures 
delivered at Andover Seminary, latér ap- 
pearing in book form. Mr. Woods then as- 
sumed the direction of ‘‘ Andover House 
settlement, where a work of much power and 
promise is being carried on. Lately the 
name has been changéd to “‘ South End 
House.“ The neighborhood studies of this 
settlement has recently appeared in a book 
with the suggestive title, A City Wilder- 
ness and the Way Out.“ A man of striking 
personality, Mr. Woods brings to bear intel- 
lectual qualifications of a high order, wide 
sympathies, and a trained judgment. 

Miss Jane Addams of Hull House needs no 
introduction to the people of Chicago. A 
woman of the widest culture, of social posi- 
tion, and possessed of means, she has been 
the inspiration of settlement workers. 
Saint Jane she has been called. She has 
backed up her convictions by the expendi- 
ture of her own private means—and inci- 
dentally several other people’s. Hull House 
has today, perhaps, more varied interests 
than any other settlement. 

Professor Graham Taylor, teo, is a man 
warth looking at. Trained as a clergyman, 
in twelve years of labor he had developed 
that phenomenon, a church in touch with the 
common people. It has been said of him that 
“few men are so well informed with regard 
to the history and progress of the labor 
movement in England and America, the 
bearing of religion upon our economic and 
industrial life, and the relation of ethics to 
politics, He takes a truer and broader view 
than the average sociologist, who looks upon 
the settlement as a laboratory for the study 
of social facts and treats of economics from 
a purely academic standpoint.’’ Called in 
1892 to the chair of Christian socielogy in the 
Congregational Seminary of Chicago, he felt 
more than ever the necessity for studying 
conditions first hand, both for his own equip- 
ment in his new work and for the benefit of 
his 

The old Kuhn homestead, in the Seven- 
teenth Ward, was rented, and ‘‘@he Com- 
mons became a reality. As he defines it, 
The Commons is the home of a group of 
persons more or less blessed with what the 
world calls culture, who choose to live where 
they seem to be most needed rather than 
where the neighborhood is supposed to offer 
the most of social privilege or prestige. For 
aman and his family to take up residence in 
the Seventeenth Ward when they might 
live in a more favored district has the flavor 
of self-sacrifice, but Mr. Taylor insists that 
they have been the gainers by it. Mr. Tay- 
lor’s chgracteristics are a restless energy, 
ready , an unquenchable enthusiesm, and 
a cheerful, unassuming spirit. 

Cosmopolite at the Head. 

The settlement movement has had lately 
added to it a younger man, of rare promise. 
Mr. Harry F. Ward. Mr. Ward occupies the 
position of warden in Northwestern Univer- 
sity Settlement. An Englishman, educated 
in American universities, a cosmopolite in 
experience, with fine judgment and sympa- 
thies, a student of men always, here fs a 
man after a settlement worker's own heart. 
Mr. Ward believes that a settlement should 
take an active interest in civic affairs, and 
to this end he has in training a body of young 
men of his neighborhood, which is bound 
to be heard from ere Jong. The education 
and recreation of the common people, in 
Mr. Ward's opinion, is a civic matter; and 
technical side of settlement work should be 
emphasis. 

The statistician has not yet taken account 
of the settlement, hence the figures known 
but inadequately express the scope of the 
work. In addition, new settlements are con- 
stantly springing up and others dying out. 
America seems to be most favorable to its 
propagation, judging by members, there be- 
ing no less than eighty in the United States. 


England follows with about forty-three, and 
Scotland about eight. —

Those sacrificing citizens who hed served 
as Judges the term previously were re- 
leased from jail when it was shown that 
thelr successofs had been qualified in office. 
The present Judges said they would rather 
hide out than go to jail and they are hid- 
ing out yet, while the Marshals are vainly 
looking for them. Every now and then 
they meet and hold a session of court. 

Sometimes they meet in one of the many 
caves along the Osage River, the Sac River, 
and along the rugged banks of Bear Creek. 
When it is a fair, sunshiny day they some- 
times hold court in the open air. Whenever 
there is any business of importance to be 
transacted they hold a session of court, and 
in all of these years the Judges, whether in 
jail or being hunted in the hills and caves 
of the county, have never neglected their 
duty, except that part of it which requires 


that they should levy a tax f 
of the railroad bonds. 


DISPUTE BEGINS. 


This railroad bond question in St. Clair 


County began in the year 1870. There was 
no railroad in the county then, and the peo- 
ple thought they would like to have one. A 
road was.projected from the Tebo River in 
‘Boone County southwesterly the 
State to Emporia, Kas., on the Neosha 
River. It was called the Tebo and Neosha 
railroad. In after years the Missouri, Kan- 
gas and Texas railroad was constructed 
along the line marked out for the Tebo and 
Neosha railroad. This line, however, did 
not run through St. Clair County. The 
nearest point to St. Clair County was Clin- 
ton, in Henry County, to the north. | 

Some enterprising citizens in Clinton con: 
ceived the idea of building a branch of the 
Tebo and Neosha road from Clinton to 
Osceola. This statement is disputed. Those 
who dispute it say the conception of the 
Clinton men was not the building of a rail- 


road to Osceola, but the getting of a large | 


amount of bonds from the St. Clair County 


After some delay, the County, court in 


‘Osceola decided to issue bonds ot the county 
to the amount of $250,000 to the promoters 


of the proposed road, which was called the 
Clinton and Memphis branch of the Tebo 
and Neosha railroad. The first order of the 
court on the subject provided that the bonds 
should be issued when the road was built, 
Of the amount, $75,000 worth of them was 


to be given to the company when the road 


coming down from Clinton was.graded-to 
the St. Clair county line; $125,000 When it 


was graded to the Osage River at Osceola 


and the river bridged, and the remainder 
when the road was graded to the southern 
boundary of the county.

It is a matter of recorded history that 


some grading was done in the years 1871 and 
1872. The next year the company failed. 
The bonds were in force still, and the 
County Court was advised that it should 
make a tax levy to pay them. It did make 
a levy that year and every year after:for 
the next four years. The tax levy was voted 
by the people and the taxes paid, though 
not without murmuring. 

In 1877, after the court had ordered the 
levy, the people, by this time united in the 
belief that to pay any more taxes would be 
to do themselves an injustice, concluded 
they would. see that no levy was made. 
Thereupon they went to the courthouse and 


got the court record and tore away the page 


containing the order for the levy. 

The next year a consolidated back tax 
book was made out, to show how many of 
the pfoperty-owners were delinquent on 
their railroad taxes. The indignant citizens 
went to the courthouse again, and, getting 
this back tax book, burned it in the public 
square. That Was the last time a tax levy 
was ever recordéd in St. Clair County for 
the payment of the railroad bonds. The 
County Collector, in order to save his bonds- 
men, attempted to collect the back taxes. 
He seized horses and cows and wagons and 
put them up at auction. The owners of 


these things attended the auction sales, 


and it was noticed that each of them carried 
a squirrel rifle. When the Collector called 
for bids no one bid, and the property seize 

was returned to its owners unsold. ; 
At this point the bondholders went into 
court e force the payment of the bonds, or 
at least the interest on them. It was about 
that time that the Judges who voted away 
the bonds took to the brush. It was not 
Deputy United States Marshals who caused 
them to hide; it was the men who attended 
the auction sales with squirrel rifles.

Younger fought a running fight with De- 
tective Allen of the Pinkerton force and 
Deputy Sheriff Daniels of Osceola in 1876.

The law in Missouri requires that the an- | 
ual tax levy be made while the court is at- 


The levy 
must be made for the State and county pur- 
poses and for whatever purposes it is re- 
quired to be made. The levy necessary to 
raise money to pay the railroad bonds must 
be made at the same time, according to the 
theory of law. Every year since the conflict 
began the Judges have met in the courthouse 
and ordered the levy for State and county 
taxes. The money to pay the bon debt 
cannot be taken from any other fund than 
one created especially for that purpose. It 
must be got by a tax levy, and after that

All that is known 
of his method is that he seeks a field, puts 
a modicum of sweet stuff on a stick, finds 
a bee, which he allows to fill itself with his 
proffered bait, and then he tracks the laden 
bee to its hollow tree hive. Despite his yeara 
he did this so successfully last fall that he 
secured from the woods about Half Day 400 
pounds of honey and a number of swarms 
of bees, which are now domesticated in prop- 
er hives.
